Rebates at Special Session 


Opposition by organized labor, 
led by Secretary Edward D. Vande- 
leur of the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor, forced postponement 
until the regular session of the 
legislature of action on “merit-rat- 
ing” amendments to the unemploy- 
ment insurance act which would re- 
bate an estimated five million dol- 
lars per year to employers. 


The merit-rating amendments to 
the act were included in the call 
for the special session of the legis- 
lature after the social security 
board in Washington had notified 
the California employment commis- 
sion that the language of the state 
law providing for merit-rating re- 


WATCH YOUR 
POSTURE 


Good posture is very much to the 
fore these days with draftees being 
very much in the limelight. Two 
authorities in bulletins issued by 
the Minnesota public health asso- 
ciation emphasize that a good job 
or success in the army go hand in 
hand with good posture. 


“Proper and correct posture is 
the very foundation upon which 
the training of men for the mili- 
tary profession must be based,” 
states W. B. Bordan, colonel, medi- 
cal corps of the post at Fort Snell- 
ing, St. Paul. “Proper and correct 
posture is the very foundation upon 
which the training of men for the 
military profession must be based. 
Good posture inspires army men to} 
cultivate smartness, neatness, poise 
and pride in their personal appear- 
ances.

“Representatives of the social se- 
curity board have assured me,” he 
said, “that action at the regular 
session can make merit-rating ef- 
fective as of the first of the year. 
There is no need to rush these 
amendments through without ade- 
quate study and without permitting 
labor to present its case against 
merit-rating in detail.” 


He further pointed out that the 
California State Federation of La- 
bar had gone on record for several 
amendments, and asserted that “la- 
bor also wanted included in the call 
for the special session an amend- 
ment to the unemployment insur- 
ance act extending coverage to one 
or more workers.” 


Unable to muster the two-thirds 
vote in the assembly necessary for 
passage of emergency legislation, | 
proponents of the amendments 
dropped the emergency clause from 
the bill in order to attempt passage 
by a bare majority. 

Secretary Vandeleur pointed out 
that this was “in effect conceding 
that no emergency existed and that 
no action was necessary at the 
special session.” 

He further challenged the justice 
of merit-rating as class legislation | 
in favor of employers. “If a rebate 
is to be paid to an employer be- 
cause his labor turn-over is low, his 
employes should also be granted a 
rebate for sticking to their jobs,” | 
he told the members of the assem- 
bly. “If merit-rating is applied at 


characteristic of everyone if, he 
would take more heed of the at- 
tempts, such as this posture cam- 
paign, to cultivate better standing, 
walking and sitting positions.”

trouble to send an international 
representative into a locality, only 
to have him meet with opposition 
and rebuffs from those whom he 
has been sent to help. Harry J. 
Hagen hits the nail on the head 
with his “sympathize with the in- 
ternational organizer,” as published 
in the St. Louis Labor Tribune: 


An organizer is somewhat like an 
actor, always traveling and prac- 
tically living in a suitcase. Also he 
is usually working under high pres- 
sure and is under constant mental 
and physical strain. His nerves are 
usually keyed up to a high tension 
and he lacks the proper recreation, 
exercise and rest needed for this 
thankless job. He is a perpetual 
trouble shooter and “straightener 
outer.” He must constantly be 
alert, both mentally and physically. 
The danger is not only from those 
outside the labor movement, but 
often from some morons within the 
ranks itself. The latter, although 
few in number are usually not sat- 
isfied with only insulting local la- 
bor officials but seem to think it 
an honor and a mark of distinction, 
if they can insult an international 
man and get away with it. 

Sympathize with the poor organ- 
izer. He constantly travels to vari- 
ous parts of the nation, trying to 
settle local labor difficulties, either 
within his own union or with some

At any 
rate he is generally headed for 
trouble. 

On arriving m a town, he imme- 
diately contacts local labor officials. 
Conferences invariably are hurried- 
ly held in his hotel room either 
with employers, union officials or 
those people interested in the dif- 
ficulty. After these hotel room ref- 
erences, the occupants usually 
leave smelly cigar and cigarette 
stumps, and other odors difficult 
to remove, even in air conditioned 
rooms, which usually are unavail- 
able at the points of trouble. This 
is not health inducing .by any 
means. It saps a person’s mental 
and physical vitality. 

Organizers sent in to a local com- 
munity as a trouble shooter are 
many times resented by local offi- 
cials, who seem to think a local 
man should have been appointed by 
the international union, believing 
that his closeness to the seat of 
trouble would make him more fa- 
miliar with the problem. On first 
thought, this might seem good de- 
duction and plain common sense. 
However, the organizer does seek 
advice of the local officials con- 
cerning the local aspects of a case, 
such as loca] personalities involved, 
case details and the like, the same 
as an attorney does from a client. 
This of course is mere routine and 
no more justifies the thought that 
it qualifies the local representative 
than the same routine of lawyer 
and client would justify the client 
to handle a case. The fact that an 
organizer is sent for in the first in- 
stance, is evidence enough of the 
inability of the local officials to 
settle the difficulty. Another im- 
portant fact to be taken into con- 
sideration, is the experience of the 
organizer, who probably has met 
the same problem in other cities, 
and is thus qualified to sit down 
to a conference table and discuss 
the matter in an intelligent and 
experienced manner. Furthermore, 
an out of town organizer seems to 
have more prestige and is given 
more consideration than a local 
man. He is regarded as an ambas- 
sador of good will, sent in by the 
international union to adjust a dif- 
ficulty. 

Space will not permit outlining 
other pertinent facts concerning 
organizers, but it is suggested that 
when an organizer is in your terri- 
tory, treat him kindly and give him 
your unqualified support. The poor 
fellow needs it! 
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How Do You Treat the Organizer?

RECEIVING SUBSIDIES 


Admission was made at the con- 
vention of the Associated Farmers, 
Inc., held at Fresno recently, that 
the bulk of its financing came from 
“allied industries” and not from 
bona fide farmers. 

H. L. Strobel, treasurer of the or- 
ganization, which labor maintains 
is an agricultural front for open- 
shop industrialists, pleaded with 
the delegates to Increase contribu- 
tions so that they would at least 
match those received from “allied 
industries.” He reported that ap- 
proximately $65,000 had been ex- 
pended last year by Associated 
Farmers, Inc., but his report con- 
tained no breakdown giving the 
source of contributions.

UNCLE SAM INVESTS $41,000,000 


IN METROPOLITAN OAKLAND AREA 
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Bitter criticism of United States 
and California supreme court deci- 
sions guaranteeing the right of 
peaceful picketing and boycott was 
voiced by leaders of the organiza- 
tions. Resolutions were adopted de- 
manding the nullification of these 
rights, as well as asking relaxation 
of child labor laws to permit chil- 
dren of farmers to work in the 
fields. 

The child labor resolution failed 
to define whom the Associated 
Farmers, Inc., considered a farmer, 
and observers at the convention 
agreed that it was aimed at the 
children of agricultural workers so 
that the supply of cheap farmer 
labor might be increased. 

Another resolution demanded a 
seven-day week in agriculture dur- 
ing periods of emergency, which 
delegates described as “harvest 
times.” 

Upon adjournment of the conven- 
tion, representatives of the Asso- 
ciated Farmers, Inc., sped to Los 
Angeles to participate in a two-day 
session called by the state chamber

UNCLE SAM GUNNING 
FOR NITRATE TRUST 


A federal grand jury at New 
York this week indicted the duPont 
company and 10 other corporations 
on charges that they violate the 
anti-trust laws by fixing prices and 
dividing up the market for nitrates, 
a basic material in the manufacture 
of fertilizers and war explosives. 

This world-wide nitrate monopoly 
ring includes big foreign corpora- 
tions and “cartels,” the indictment 
charges. Among the conspirators it 
names German, British, Belgian, 
Dutch, Polish and Swiss interests, 
and says they largely control the 
supply of nitrates in the United 
States. 

The indictment resulted from a 
department of justice prosecution.

Weir, managing director of the 
eastern electrical wholesalers’ asso- 
ciation and a committee of twelve 
employers. 

Allowed time out only for meals 
and short recesses, the participants 
of the conference emerged bleary- 
eyed and dog-tired and smilingly 
announced the end of the strike. 
The walkout affected clerks, man- 
agers, salesmen, and buyers in 95 
per cent of wholesale and jobbing 
concerns which supply retail stores 
with electrical equipment and ap- 
pliances. 


The terms of the contract agreed 
upon was hailed by Mr. Dobbins as 
a clear-cut victory for the union 
and include an average ten per 
cent increase for all employes, a 40 
hour week with time and a half 
for overtime, one week’s vacation 
with pay, seven holidays with pay 
and a union shop. The contract will 
be in effect for two years and will 
expire on November 30, 1942. How- 
ever, after it has been in effect for 
one year, wages will be subject to 
an upward adjustment. 


Although Mr. Dobbins praised the 
attitude of the employers during 
the negotiations, he said: “This 
strike could have been averted if 
the employers’ association would 
have agreed to negotiate when we 
requested it ninety days ago. Con- 
siderable labor difficulty is caused 
not for any fundamental differ- 
ence between employers and em- 
ployes but by an unreasonable re- 
fusal to bargain collectively.”

Responding to this warm wel- 
come, David Dubinsky, president of 
the I. L. G. W. U., said: 

“We deeply appreciate the spirit 
of the fine remarks made by you, 
Mr. president, on the matter‘of our 
return to the American Federation 
of Labor. We are sincerely grateful 
for the fine trade union hospitality 
extended to us by all the construc- 
tive forces in our movement. 

“T want to say to you, Mr. presi- 
dent and delegates, just as you have 
expressed your happiness and your 
gratitude at our return and your 
jregret at our having been out of

I rather considered it a wise 
way and not an easy way, and I 
hope others will regard it in the 
same spirit. 

“There is one remark that John 
L. Lewis made on the floor of the 
CIO that I believe was the truest 
statement he has yet made. He said 
that the CIO is too weak today in 
order to effect peace. There was a 
time when the CIO was stronger 
than it is today. When they were 
stronger spiritually, morally and 
organizationally, peace was blocked 
because peace was not desired, and 
I believe that even today, when the 
CIO is weaker, every effort should 
be made toward uniting the labor 
movement. 

“Just as the gambler, who, when 
he wins at the start continues to 
gamble and does not stop even 
when he is losing, and when he 
keeps on losing he wants to make 
up his losses, so those people refuse 
to recognize that they will keep on 


what they have lost. 

“So I say that peace in the labor 
{movement is more essential than 
gambling with the lives and the 
welfare of the American laboring 
|people by the continuance of this 
unnecessary strife. As I have said

Overtime Evasions 
Illegal, Fleming 
Warns Employers 


Continuing to pay the same sal-| 
ary to workers for a 42-hour week 
after October 24, is a violation of 
the fair labor standards act, even 
though the employer makes a show | 
of compliance through bookkeep-| 
ing manipulations, Colonel Flem-| 
ing, administrator of the wage and 
hour division, U. S. department of | 
labor, warned employers. 


On October 24, the standard | 
work-week was reduced to 40 hours, 
after which overtime at time and 
one-half the regular rate of pay | 
had to be paid. 


Colonel Fleming pointed out the 
illegality of adopting a bookkeep- | 
ing rate for the purpose of the 
overtime provisions of the wage 
and hour law and a different rate 
for actual payment. 

“The act requires that overtime | 
must be paid at the rate of time 
and one-half the ‘regular rate’ of | 
pay at which the employe is em-| 
ployed,” Colonel Fleming said. | 
“Time and one-half must be paid} 
upon the rate at which the employe 
is actually employed and paid, and 
not upon a fictitious rate which | 
the employer adopts solely for) 
bookkeeping purposes.”

Unions Protest Navy 
Increases; Rates for the 
Skilled Workers Too Low 


Wage increases granted civilian 
navy yard employes by decision of 
the navy department wage board 
have disappointed union workers, 
who have indicated their intention 
to work for larger increases. 


The wage award, effective No- 


eorps in navy yards and naval sta- 
tions inside continental United 
States. 

Announcement of the new wage 
scales were made following a study 
conducted by the navy department 
wage board since June 11. The in- 
creases comprise the first general 
wage readjustment in 11 years. 

The new scales give the biggest 
increase 55 per cent—to master me- 
chanics. Other skilled workers did 
not fare so well, the bulk of the 
yearly increase going to unskilled 
and semi-skilled workers. 

A statement by Secretary Frank 
Knox said that at navy yards and 
stations, employing more than 500 
men in groups covered by the 
award, approximately 44,000 will re- 
ceive pay increases aggregating ap- 
proximately $3,300,000 a year. 
Machinists Protest 

District 44, international associa- 
tion of machinists, was the first la- 
bor organization to register a pro- 
test. N. P. Alifas, president of Dis- 
trict 44, said the matter would be-| 
come the subject of formal protest 
and that he would seek the support 
of the American Federation of La-| 
bor. | 

Alifas cited the navy depart-| 
ment’s unwillingness to offer ma- 
chinists better than a “third class 
rate” and said the government was 
“pursuing the right course if it is 
the desire to discourage mechanics 
from going to work for the navy.” 
Burns Also Protests 

James B. Burns, president of the 
American federation of government 
employes, was another union head 
to protest the wage award. He said 
his organization represents a num- 
ber of types of occupations which 
fared poorly under the ruling. 

President Burns said the new 
rates of pay are out of line with 
prevailing local scales and that the 
government will lose the services 
of experienced men, who will seek 
higher pay in private enterprise. 


MUST PAY OVERTIME 
AFTER 40-HOUR WEEK 


Even Though Contract 
Is for Longer Week 


The existence of a union contract 
calling for a workweek of more 
than 40 hours without the payment 
of overtime—-with certain excep- 
tions—in no way voids the obliga- 
tion to pay time and one-half after 
40 hours under the fair labor stand- 
ards act, Thomas O'Malley, regional 
lirector of the wage and hour di- 
vision, U. S. department of labor, 
made clear recently. 

‘Since the requirement that time 
and one-half be paid after 40 hours 
became effective on October 24, I 
have received many inquiries from 
union members, business agents 
and employers about the status of 


union contracts calling for a longer | 


workweek without the payment of 
overtime. 

“A clause providing for a work- 
week of more than 40 hours with- 
out the payment of overtime does | 
not relieve the employer of the ne-| 
cessity of paying time and one-half 
in accordance with the provisions 
of the fair labor standards act.

wage earners today receive enough 
for the health and _ efficiency 
budget, and millions receive be- 
tween 30c and 50c per hour. 


Wages are already on the up 
trend; increases have been wide- 
spread in 1940. Average hourly 
earnings in manufacturing are up 
from 64c an hour in September 
1939 to 67c in September 1940. In 
the Cleveland area alone, unions 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor have increased 
buying power of members by more 
than $1,130,000. 

Higher Production Makes 
Wage Increases Possible 

From 1937 to 1939, the factory 
worker’s production per hour rose 
11 per cent, but his wage per hour 
rose only 5 per cent. In key de- 
fense industries, wage increases 
have fallen far behind the worker’s 
increased producfng power. In the 
machine tool industry, the wage 
earner’s yearly income rose only 2 
per cent, but his yearly production 
rose 10 per cent. In chemicals, 
wages were up 5 per cent, produc- 
tion per worker up 17 per cent; in 
rubber tires, wages rose 9 per cent, 
production per worker 18 per cent. 

The worker today is producing 
enough to pay himself a larger 
wage increase than he has had. 


Profits Are Higher 

Reports from 350 leading indus- 
trail corporations show that profits 
in the first nine months of 1940 
have increased 42 per cent above 
the same months of 1939. These 
figures show that on the whole 
business firms are well able to pay 
higher wages this year. Union ex- 
ecutives should note the following: 

(1) In some industries profits are 
above last year; in some, profits 
have decreased. Any union nego- 
|tiating for a wage increase should 
know the condition of the com- 
pany. 

(2) Earnings on capital are, in 
general, higher this year. From 
|1936 to 1939, 6 per cent was the av- 
erage profit on capital reported by 
2,480 leading industrial companies; 


of these, 1,440 were manufacturing | 
companies with average profits of | 


8.6 per cent. This year, the 291 man- 
ufacturing companies reporting 
thus far have earned 10.8 per cent 
and 350 industrial companies (in- 
cluding manufacturing and others) 
have earned 10.4 per cent, 

Leading companies showed prof- 
its on capital well above the 8.6 per 
cent average in every industry ex- 
cept baking and steel. In several

“Neither side to any dispute 
should be called unpatriotic when 
it protests to being called upon to 
make sacrifices while it watches 
the other party to the controversy 
reaping rich rewards. The solution 
lies in frank discussions between 
the disputants of the sacrifices that 
are inevitable and of the ability of 
each to meet the demands of the 
other.

The department now has an ex- 
tensive panel of fully qualified and 
outstanding men who have indi- 
cated their willingness to serve in 
such capacities, Kidwell added.

It is an excellent source of 
vitamin G (riboflavin), and it is a 
good protein food. Buttermilk has 
the same _ qualities, incidentally, 
and so does dry skim milk. 

“About black coffee versus light 
coffee, the experts say that the 
eaffein, which provides the stimu- 
lant in coffee, is not affected by 
sugar or cream. 

“Then on the question of the raw 
egg fallacy, the experts report that 
raw eggs are not more digestible 
than cooked eggs. In fact, it’s quite 
the reverse. Soft, or properly pre- 
pared hard-cooked eggs are more 
digestible than raw eggs.”

Married Women Hold 
9a to Aid Families, 
amphlet Study Finds 


Most married women who work 
do so out of necessity or to safe- 
guard their families’ standard of 
living rather than out of desire for 
luxuries or a career. This is the 
chief finding of a study summar- 
ized in a pamphlet, Should Married 
Women Work? by Dr. Ruth Schall- 
cross, published by the public af- 
fairs committee, 30 Rockefeller 
plaza, New York, 

The pamphlet, based on a study 
of the national federation of busi- 
ness and professonal women’s clubs 
shows that practically all working 
women—married, single, divorced, 
or widowed—are working only be- 
cause their families need the money 
they earn. Most of the married 
women workers indicated that they 
would work only as long as it is 
necessary for their families’ wel- 
fare. 

Men’s Jobs Not Taken 

Little factual support is found to 
back the frequently heard charge 
that the employment of married 
women has intensified the unem- 
ployment problem by taking jobs 
away from men. While men were 
found to have been affected by un- 
employment to a much greater ex- 
tent than women, this is because 
the depression hit hardest the 
heavy industries which employ 
men. Moreover, the government's 
recovery measures chiefly stimu- 
lated the consumer and service in- 
dustries where opportunities were 
greatest for women. The recent ac- 
tivity of the defense industries is 
held to have reversed this trend. 

Charges that the employment of 
married women results in neglected 
homes, smaller families, juvenile 
delinquency, and increased divorce 
rates are also held to be either 
false or unproved. 

Opposition Found Growing 

Despite this evidence, the federa- 
tion finds opposition to the em- 
ployment of married women to be 
growing. Its survey shows that 
married women are most likely to 
find bars against them if they seek 
jobs as school teachers, or as office 
workers in public utilities, or large 
manufacturing concerns. Depart- 
ment stores are more liberal in 
their attitude toward married wo- 
men employes. 


Five Million Men 
Await Defense Jobs 


Plenty of Men Available 
In Skilled Trades 


The national defense commission 
says that 5,500,000 now idle work- 
ers are available for the nation’s 
defense industries. 

This number has been registered 
through offices affiliated with the 
United States employment service. 
The registration is broken down so 
that the number of workers avail- 
able for any particular trade or 
skill is compiled for each locality. 

The labor inventory was part of 
a three-phase program for meeting 
manpower shortages as the defense 
industries expand. Combined with 
it is a government-industry co-op- 
erative program for training men 
in industrial plants and a voca- 
tional training program for schools. 

The commission is building a res- 
ervoir of skilled labor through 
training programs in the national 
youth administration, the civilian 
conservation corps and the WPA. 
The N. Y. A. program has 68,000 
learning defense trades, the CCC 
300,000 and the WPA 25,000. 

The civil service commission is 
recruiting 100,000 skilled civilian 
workers for navy yards, arsenals 
and other defense establishments. 

In another field of defense per- 
sonnel activity, Gill Robb Wilson, 
president of the national aeronautic 
association, proposed creation of a 
civil air reserve of pilots to form a 
noncombatant auxiliary for air de- 
fense. These fliers, beyond the age 
of military fliers, would be valu- 
able to provide information, trans- 
portation, observation patrol and 
disaster relief in the event of emer- 
gency.

“Your task as I visualize it has 
risen higher than the original 
struggle for reasonable wage and 
hour scale, it embraces preeminent- 
ly three definite objectives; the 
just recognition of human rights, 
the constructive development of so- 
cial welfare and the promotion of 
the security and prosperity through- 
out the nation. 

“It is your task first of all to pro- 
mote the recognition of certain 
fundamental rights which are in- 
herent in every human being. These 
rights are based upon the dignity 
of each individual man by reason 
of his spiritual nature and destiny, 
and by reason of the gifts of intelli- 
gence and freedom wherewith God 
has endowed him. Let us bear in 
mind that this nature and these 
gifts antecede any act of a govern- 
ment, or of a ruler or of any group 
of men.

Hit in Christmas Rush 


A statewide warning against vio- 
lations of the labor laws during the 
Christmas shopping season was is- 
sued today by H. C. Carrasco, state 
labor commissioner. 

“Bach year at this time the de- 
partment receives a large number 
of complaints of infractions of the 
law which makes it illegal to em- 
ploy a woman or a minor for more 
than 8 hours in one day and 48 
hours in one week,” said the com- 
missioner. 

“Under no condition does the 
state law allow women and minors! 
to work in excess of 8 hours in any 
one day. Some employers mistak- 
enly believe that if they pay over- 
time or permit time off at some} 
other time, women and minors may | 
be allowed to work for more than 
8 hours a day. 

“This is not true,” said the com-| 
missioner, “for under no circum-| 
stances may women be employed 
for more than 8 hours in one day 
under the California statute.
